The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the auger, hydraulic 
pump, internal combustion engine and series of hydraulic valves must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

The amendment filed 4/19/06 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
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shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The material directed to 
figure 5, as well as figure 5 itself. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or nnore claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 lines 6-7, "the assembly" and "the initial excavation cut" lacl< proper 
antecedent basis. In claim 1 line 8, "the excavator assembly" lacks proper antecedent 
basis. Additionally, the end of claim 1 does not include a period as required. In claim 3 
lines 1-2, Ihe endless conveyor" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 1 line 
5, it appears that "an" should be inserted before "internal combustion engine". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Van Valenburgh (3,772,807). 

Van Valenburgh discloses a mobile grave excavator comprising a frame, a 
digging device, power and control device means. Van Valenburgli discloses the use of 
a hydraulic control system including valves and a pump powered by an engine. Van 
Valenburgh further discloses cutting teeth 125 as well as channels, and a conveyor to 
move the soil. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" pointing out 
disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the 
references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the references or 
distinguish from them. It is the examiner's position that applicant's claims still do not 
properly define over the prior art of record. Specifically, Van Valenburgh discloses a 
mobile grave excavator that meets applicant's claimed and originally disclosed structure 
as set forth in the rejection. Additionally, figure 5 (filed 4/19/06) is considered to include 
new matter, which was not disclosed in the originally filed drawings and specification. 
Furthermore, the amendments filed 8/23/05 have not been entered because they were 
considered non-compliant as described in the letter mailed 1 1/21/05.
